SOCIETY FINANCES: 


The Executive has been concerned at the ever increasing costs 
which have to be met by the Society, and will be submitting to 
Council, recommendations for increasing membership rates and 
the subscription rate to the Society's Journal.

Reports on the 8AGM, including the Annual Report of the 
Executive, will be published in the August issue of the News 
Bulletin. The deadline set for the May Bulletin precluded 
publication in this issue. 


REPORT FROM THE PRESIDENT: 


In the November News Bulletin, I reported that copies of the 
Society's submission to Mr. Cameron, Minister for Science and 
Consumer Affairs, and of his reply would be posted to Members. 
There were unexpected delays in having these printed and in 
the changing circumstances the expense involved seemed no longer 
justified. Another change of plans was postponement of the 
Linnean Society's seminar. 


In response to my request for comments from Members on the 
operation of Regulation 13A, Dr. E.G. Matthews sent the ‘Chart 
of Loans of Insects from the South Australian Museum’ which 
appears with his commentary on p. 2l. It would be interesting 
to know whether other lending institutions have experienced 
Similar trends. From another source came the analysis of 
institutions that have signed holotype declarations which is 
appended to this report. 


Mr. Cameron gave as one of his reasons for preserving 
Regulation 13A the applicability to biological material of the 
UNESCO "International Convention on the Means of Prohibiting 
and Preventing the Illicit Import, Export, and Transfer of 
Ownership of Cultural Property". It has always been apparent 
that other biological material could be brought under Regulation 
13A by adding items to the "Description of Goods" in the Twelfth 
Schedule and Mr. Cameron's comment showed this to be a very real 
possibility. 


Mr. Cameron also referred to accusations of inaccuracies in 
the Society's submission which, being unspecified, could not be 
directly answered, and the Executive decided to ask him to allow 
a deputation the opportunity to meet these charges and thus 
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restore the Society's good name. However, the election 
intervened, so on llth December I advised the Secretary, 
Department of Science, of the Society's intention to ask the 
incoming Minister to receive a deputation with this object. 

He replied on 21st January that he would ensure that the 
Minister for Science, Senator Webster, was acquainted with 

the background to our complaint prior to any meeting. On 

6th February I informed the Secretary of preliminary arrangements 
for introduction of a deputation which would wish to seek the 
Minister's reconsideration of our request for repeal of 
Regulation 13A, to answer the charges of inaccuracy, and 

to discuss the implications of relating the Regulation to 

the UNESCO Convention; I also sent him copies of the assessment 
of loss of holotypes (News Bull. 11 (4): 63-4) and the analysis 
of institutions that have signed holotype declarations. Copies 
of these and of Dr. Matthews' Chart were also sent in February 
to the Secretary (Biological Sciences) of the Australian Academy 
of Science, with the offer to make the Society's files available 
to the Academy's independent Committee reporting on Regulation 
13A (see News Bull. 11 (4): 62). 


On 20th February, Senator Webster wrote saying that he had 
asked the President of the Academy whether the Academy would 
be willing to seek to achieve a consensus recommendation for 
Regulation 13A from the scientific community and asking for 
the Society's co-operation; he suggested that if we wished 
to raise any related matters with him we do so initially in 
a written submission. He also indicated that, for the present, 
administration is to be in accordance with the Guidelines 
promulgated in April 1974 (Mr. Cameron had intended to replace 
these with the 16/12/74 draft Guidelines). I replied on 3rd March 
expressing the Society's appreciation of his action and promising 
our full co-operation, and I wrote a similar letter to the 
President of the Academy. The Presidents of the interested 
Societies were informed of these developments. 


The Academy agreed to the Minister's request and, in order 
that its examination should be as complete as possible, consulted 
those who had submitted views on the Regulation to the Department; 
the Executive Secretary on 3lst March asked for my views on 
Regulation 13A and its implications for Australian science. 

My reply of 8th April reiterated what had already been said, 

but also discussed some aspects of Mr. Cameron's letter, and 

the need to ensure that, if in the future ratification of UNESCO 
Conventions requires legislation affecting biological material, 
this should be drafted in full and open discussion with the 
Academy and with our biological societies and institutions.

Trends in Loans of Insects from the South Austnrakian Museum: 


The accompanying chart gives numbers of loans, (not specimens) 
going out of the entomology section since 1954/5, broken down 
by overseas and local loans beginning in 1968/9. 


There are some curious peaks and troughs which are carried 
Over a number of years, and which cannot be easily explained. 
International factors such as the support (or lack of it) for 
taxonomy in the U.S., or the liberalisation of foreign contacts 
in Eastern Europe, could account for them, as well as the 
personal influence of the curators involved. 


In general, however, there seems to be an upward trend in 
loan activity, which is a more sensitive measure of current 
taxonomic activity than publications because no time lag is 
involved. 


Loans to overseas institutions exceed local loans in all 
years except 1973/4. The sudden drop in overseas loans that 
year could be ascribed to Regulation 13A, but if so it has had 
no lasting effect, as overseas loans are climbing again.

Chart: LOANS OF INSECTS FROM SOUTH AUSTRALIAN MUSEUM 
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The most inexplicable trend is a decline in Australian loan 
activity in the last three years, during which overseas and 
Australian loan trends went in opposite directions for the 
first time. The effect of Regulation 13A should have been 
the reverse, and on the whole we conclude that this Regulation 
has had no effect one way or the other on recent taxonomic 
activity.

ENTOMOLOGICAL NEWS AROUND AUSTRALIA 
VICTORIA: 
Victorzan PkLant Research Institute: 


Dr. Jack Meagher (Acting Chief Biologist) is to be congratulated 
on his promotion to Chief of the new Division of Plant Research, 
created as part of the restructuring of the Department of 
Agriculture, Victoria. Jack will have overall responsibility 
for the research at the Victorian Plant Research Institute, 
Burnley; the Wheat Research Institute, Horsham; the Horticultural 
Research Institute, Scoresby; and the Irrigation Research 
Institute, Tatura. 


A meeting of the Victorian Branch of the Society was held 
at the V.P.R.I. on 23rd February, when Prof. Dudley Pinnock 
of the University of California gave a seminar on "Integrated 
control of defoliating caterpillars in California". There was 
an audience of some 30 people, about 20 of whom were members. 
A wine tasting was held after the seminar. 


Ian McLaren has recently been awarded a Ph.D. from La Trobe 
University for a thesis entitled "A behavioural study of 
Aphitis chrysomphali and Aphitis melinus (Hymenoptera: Aphidinidae) 
parasitic on California red scale Aonidiella aurantii (Homoptera: 
Diaspididae)". This study forms part of Ian's research on red 
scale parasites which has been a major factor in the successful 
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development of biological control of red scale in Sunraysia. 


Arrangements are in hand for Dr. Shlomo Navarro of the 
Institute for Technology and Storage of Agricultural Products, 
Tel-Aviv, Israel, to spend a year of sabbatical leave with 
researchers at the Stored Products Research Unit of the 
V.P.R.I. Shlomo plans to arrive in Australia just before 
the 1976/77 wheat harvest. 


CSIRO Davision of Building Research - Forest Products Laboratory: 


New laboratory facilities are now established at Graham 
Road, Highett (95-0333). Areas of Research:- Wood destroying 
insects of the built-environment. 


The team of Entomologists (Dr. John French, Mr. Doug Howick 
and Mr. Allan Rosel) are now under the embracing title of 
"Conservation & Biodegradation Group". New facilities include 
a scanning electron microscope and several environmental rooms. 


The Dutch Elm Beetle survey using synthetic pheromone 
("Multilure") is contiguing. This season's trapping by John 
and Allan reveaied no further areas of Scolytus multistriatus 
infested elms. The latest trappings of beetles in Melbourne 
were on 2nd April from the Royal Botanic Gardens. 


Department of Zoology, La Trobe University: 


Mr. David Palmer has joined the Department after obtaining 
a B.Sc. (Hons.) in Zoology at the A.N.U. David is doing research 
for a Ph.D. on ecology of carrion insects under Prof. Ian Thornton 
and Dr. Tim New. David would be pleased to hear of any carcasses 
within the vicinity of La Trobe, ring 479-2237. 


Mr. Peter Stahle, Zoology Department, La Trobe University, 
Bundoora, Vic. 3083, is studying Dindymus versicolor and would 
be grateful for any live specimens. With a supply of moisture, 
these bugs should withstand the rigours of the postal system 
for several days. Peter would also appreciate any reports 
of sightings of D. versicolor in Northern, Western and Eastern 
Victoria or in other States. 7 


Dr. Phyllis Robertson is once again on the trail of the 
Argentine Ant and will be studying its pheromones at La Trobe 
for several months. 


Mr. Robert Wood and Mr. Quentin Forrest are studying for higher 
degrees under Dr. Alan Marshall. Robert is working on osmoregulation 
in sheep blowfly and Quentin on ion distribution in the cockroach 
nerve cord. 
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Mr. David Beamish is studying neurosecretory control of 
water balance in the cricket for a M.Sc. under Dr. Alan Wright. 


Mrs. Shyam Koul, previously of Michigan State University, 
spent four months as an Honorary Research Fellow working with 
Dr. Danthanarayana on Light Brown Apple Moth. The research 
project was largely a study of behavioural aspects of crowding 
of the moth larvae. 


Natzaonak Museum of Vaictoraa: 


Mr. Andrew Calder, from La Trobe University, is to be 
congratulated on his appointment as Assistant Curator of 
Entomology at the Museum. This is a new position which will 
enable the work of the Entomology Department to be expanded. 


The Entomology, Survey & Ornithology Departments of the 
Museum are to move from Russell Street to new premises in 
Abbotsford. The move is expected to take place within the 
next two to three months and will provide much needed large 
working and storage areas. 


Preliminary results of a survey of caddis in the Yarra 
between the Upper Yarra Dam and the City, indicate the presence 
of several interesting species. Next year it is hoped to 
extend the survey to cover the whole Yarra Basin. 


QUEENSLAND: 


Dr. Brian S. Batson of the University of Otago, N.Z. was 
headquartered with the Department of Parasitology at the 
University of Queensland for two weeks from 5th April. His 
major purpose was to collect nematodes of the family Mermithidae 
which are parasites of larval Simulidae. 


Mr. Les Schmidl of the Keith Turnbull Research Station, 
Frankston, Victoria spent 3 weeks at the Department of Lands 
Alan Fletcher Research Station during March. His special 
interests are in the possibility of using biological control 
for ragwort and blackberry. | 


In April, Graham Donnelley spent 3 weeks surveying populations 
of Nupserha in various areas of Central and Southern Queensland 
in which it has been released during the last few years. 


Friends of Dr. Ian Mackerras will be pleased to learn he 
plans to visit Brisbane during the first two weeks in May. 
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Following a three day symposium on "Arbovirus Research in 
Australia", Harry Standfast of CSIRO Long Pocket Laboratories 
will convene a meeting in Brisbane on Saturday, 15th May to 
discuss entomological aspects. 


Lindsay Barton Browne of the CSIRO Division of Entomology, 
Canberra visited CSIRO Long Pocket Laboratories on 3rd and 
4th March. 


Dr. Dick Drew of Queensland D.P.I. spent 3 weeks in Hawaii 
studying the taxonomy and biology of the Oriental Fruit Fly 
which was recognised in Australia for the first time in the 
Northern Territory during November last year. Dr. Gordon 
Hooper of the University of Queensland joined Dr. Alan Bateman 
of CSIRO in a whirlwind 4 week visit to the Philippines, 
Japan, Hawaii, California and South America to obtain current 
data on possible eradication techniques. 


Ian Galloway and Ken Houston of Queensland D.P.I. Brisbane 
spent 3 weeks during March and April collecting Microhymenoptera 
and Chrysomelidae respectively in the Cairns area and also 
surveying for fruit flies along the Brisbane to Cairns route. 


Considerable interest was shown by entomologists in the 
seminar on "Microbial Insecticides" which was given by 
microbiologist Dr. J.R. Norris on 3lst March. Dr. Norris is 
Director of the Agricultural Research Council Meat Research 
Institute, Bristol, and was in Brisbane as part of his lecture 
tour for the Australian Society for Microbiology. 


Rod Elder of Queensland D.P.I., Rockhampton and Don Smith 
of Queensland D.P.I., Brisbane spent two weeks in early April 
collecting spur-throated locusts and fruit flies respectively 
in a joint trip from Rockhampton, which included the Emerald, 
Longreach, Normanton and Mareeba areas. 


Visitors to the Entomology Department of the University of 
Queensland included Geoff Bedford of the F.A.O. Rhinoceros 
beetle project in Fiji who was here on leave during March.

TASMANTA: 
Department of Agraculture: 


Mr. Len Miller, Deputy Director of Agriculture will retire 
on 30th June. Mr. Miller had a long and distinguished career 
in Entomology; he graduated from the University of Melbourne 
in 1935 and joined the Victorian Department of Agriculture. 

In 1944 he crossed Bass Strait and joined the Tasmanian 
Department of Agriculture. He was appointed Chief Entomologist 
in 1947 and held the position until 1967, when he was appointed 
Deputy Director. As an entomologist Mr. Miller was noted for 
his published work on orchard pests, particularly codling moth 
and mites.

There have been two talks on the use of insect pathogens in 
Armidale recently. Dr. Dudley Pinnock addressed a joint local 
meeting of the Society and the Department of Zoology on the 
integration of pathogens for controlling leaf eating insects 
in California, and Dr. John Norris spoke about the use of 
Bacillus thuringensis as an insecticide. 


Dr. Rob Davidson, Mr. John Wiseman and Mr. Vince Wolfe of 
the CSIRO have recently transferred to the Division of Entomology 
after a long period of association with the Pasture Insect 
group already in the Division.
